justified on the showing both of Sena- 
tors Johnson and Shortridge, Repub- 
licans, California and of the almond 
growers association of California, in 
favor of the rate. 


"I want to resolve all doubts in 


favor of this bill" senator Lenroot 
said, "but if such rates as this are to 
be voted into this bill to any great 
extent I want to say that 1 will not 
vote for it." 


The Wisconsin senator said he waa 


in favor of protection but added that 
he had "no sympathy with the sys- 
tem that--seems to "prevail here that 
if the interests of a person in a sena- 
tor's state demand exorbitant duties 
that senator can go and ask for and 
receive those duties and then because 
of the 
inter-relationship of 
duties 


throughout the bill, that senator will 
vote for every increase that is pro- 
posed." 


JOHNSON REPLIES 


Senator Johnson in a fiery reply to 


the Wisconsin senator, 
declared he 


was casting his vote as between the 
almond growers who were selling at 
a loss and candy manufacturers who 
were making 300 per cent profits and 
fighting the rate on almonds. 


Senator Lenroot denied that

tries which sell goods to the farmer.

15,000 disabled veter 
ans receiving vocational training un- 
der the United States Veteran's bu- 
reau, according to a report received at 
the Milwaukee office of ths bureau 
Fifty per cent of this number are re 
ceiving their training in recognized 
agricultural schools 
and 
colleges 


throughout the country. The rsmain- 
ing number are receiving training on 
dairy farms, ranches, poultry farms, 
and with fruit growers, it was said. 


The supervisor of agricultural train- 


Ing of the U S bureau keep in touch 
with field for agricultural employment 
and provids opportunities months in 
advance for men about to complete 
their training in these schools 
In 


establishing these employment oppor- 
tunities, many agencies are canvassed 
including the department of agricul 
ture, the Department of Labor and 
other national organizations. 


Positions for these men who com 


plets training are furnished through 
contact established with county agents 
and county farm bureaus along with 
local farm organizations. 
A number 


of the men are going on the land as 
owners or tenants with the object of 
remaining there after rehabilitation. 


A large number of men were train- 


. i n g in forestry, which is classified as 
•fan agricultural pursuit by the bureau, 


and a number who have completed 
this course are now making good in 
this work, it was said. 


Other courses which are offered un- 


der the general classification of agri 
culture are: Florists, fruit growers, 
gardeners, landscape gardeners, park 
gardeners, and almost any other form 
of agriculture.

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PROPERTY RIGHTS AND HUMAN 


RIGHTS 


As The Hague conference proceeds, 


France announces to the world she will 
champion 
the principle 
of 
property 


rights as rigorously as she did at Genoa. 
The Russian delegates assert their re- 
solve to obtain formal recognition of the 
Soviet. 
Great Britain diplomatically in- 


dicates that she is not particular as to the 
name which the Great Bear applies to so- 
cialistic measures, but she demands adop- 
tion of the capitalist system in financial 
and business dealings in which British 
subjects are parties, 
"^"hy is it import- 


ant, or. in fact, necessary, that the lead- 
ing nations, in discussing economic ques- 
tions looking to the restoration of finan- 
cial and commercial solidarity, should 
consider the matter of property rights? 


The capitalist system is denounced by 


socialists as the gravest menace to the in- 
dividual a-nd to democracy. 
It enslaves 


the poor, in their opinion, and enriches 
the wealthy. 
It is the system which 


breeds and fattens giant corporations. It 
is the system which wrecks representative 
government by subverting the govern- 
ment to the power of money. 
The capi- 


talist system is the system of property 
ownership. Capital is property: money is 
property; goods are property. 
Money, 


checks and other substitutes of money are 
but media for the transfer of property in 
the form -of land, buildings, machinery, 
goods and so on. Money and its substi- 
tutes represent property. 


Communism is the system of common 


ownership. All property is owned by the 
state. The individual owns nothing. His 
only right is to the use of what he needs. 
He works not for himself or his family, 
but for the state. Anomalously, property 
rights are equivalent to individual rights, 
and individual rights to human rights. 
The capitalist system entitles everybody 
to keep what he fairly earns. But in its 
prese-nt modification, for the protection 
of individualism, it prohibits, and tends 
to restrict to a greater extent, the ac- 
cumulation of fortunes too large. Com- 
munism is modern feudalism. It robs the 
individual of his rights to wealtit. ad- 
vancement and freedom, and vests all 
title to all property in the state. 
The 


individual loses his identity as a political 
unit, with complete authority centralized 
in a bureaucratic autocracy. 


It is a paradorical truth that property 


rights and human rights are the same. 
The capitalist system assumes a gov- 
ernment to be the political institution to 
promote the welfare of each citizen and 
of all citizens in contrast to the socialist 
theory that the government is supreme, 
and the people work for it. 
The right 


to own property is the right to ke«p what 
labor produces: It is the incentive for 
material progress and individual enter- 
prise. 
It is the system which has ef- 


fectuated the widest and greatest inde- 
pendence, and has not only ttirtialated 
universal desire for liberty, but has fos- 
tered the highest respect for human 
rights. But it is maintained that the 
growth of a comparatively small number 
of large fortunes Mid colossal corpora- 
tions culminates in an aristocracy of 
wealth. This is the paradox of the capi- 
,talist system. 
As the people rule, they 


have the political power to limit and regu- 


t late wealth. It is through property rights 
that human rights are safeguarded. 


fARMEEfl AND THE SHIP SUBSIDY 


President Harding seeks the support of 


the agricultural interest* for th* mer- 
chant marine and the thin subsidy. One 


of his greatest hobbies is the American 
mercantile navy. 


Farmers are business men. They are 


landowners and producers. 
Their prod- 


uct* are sold all over the world. There- 
fore, they have as substantial an interest, 
as exporters, in foreign trade, as any 
other business men, and they should want 
facilities for shipping and financing com- 
mercial goods, including farm products. 


The tariff problem will not be settled 


by any tariff bill of itself, but by compe- 
tition in international trade. 
The tariff 


is not a theory, but an economic condi- 
tion. Ships and banks will be large fac- 
tors in world trade. 


SOME ONE IS SURE TO WIN

ing great headway in China. 
So far he 


has broken down all the forces opposing 
him. 
It begins to look as if a new era

The modern sentiment has been grow-

CLASSIFICATION 0 
PROPERTY 


The Michigan department of agricul- 


ture is sponsoring a bill, which will be in- 
troduced in the next session of the state 
legislature, for the classification of all 
property, other than urban, according to 
its utility or productivity. The measure, 
if enacted into a law. would'not only pro- 
tect buyers of property against fraud, but 
would determine the adaptibihty of land 
and land values 
Michigan is the first 


state to undertake land 
classification. 


For this reason the idea is apt to be re- 
garded generally as a theoretical innova- 
tion. 


Keally, no plan is more practicable 


than appraisement of land in accordance 
with productivity or utility, and. in a 
sense, no scheme is so necessary. Every 
parcel of land has a present -ialu<? and a 
future value, and it is the prospective 
value, as decided by productive utility, 
which is the true, permanent value. 


It is not generally recognized that the 


zoning scheme. Avhich is now applied in 
several cities, and which is sure to be 
applied ultimately in all. is really a sys- 
tem of stabilizing the utility and value 
of city real estate. It will prevent the 
misuses of property for speculative pur- 
poses, protect all kinds of urban real 
estate, and tend to beautify cities. 


The Michigan rural-land classification 


scheme would classify land scientifically. 
Purchasers would know what land is best 
suited for. and values would be stabilized 
on the basis of proper utility. 


MONARCHISTS AND ASSASSINATION 


The militarists and monarchists of Ger- 


many are just as far behind the times in 
republican peace as they were under 
Grand Staff despotism 
They appear to 


be incapable of reading the signs of hu- 
man progress. 


Rathenau and Erzberger were put out 


of the way by murder. Both were strong 
men, 
and this is why, no doubt, they were 


assassinated. 


In Germany militarism and monar- 


chism are the same. 
Their proponents 


believe in military autocracy. Might is 
right remains their ideal of government. 


"Were the monarchists clearheaded they 


would realize that militarism could not be 
revived in Europe. 
They would cease 


agitation and assassination, and accommo- 
date themselves to the new ideals.

of iodme. It may possibly be that tea food, used

Thoro in- 
testinal antisepsis seems to bring about recovery 
in a fair share of the cases of simple goitre.

procrastination 


when the patient's condition is changing from bad 
to worse, it cannot and does not cure. Operation 
merely places the patient in the way of obtaining 
ultimate cure thru prolonged rest in bed in the 
open air 
Surgery is frequently a necessity, a life- 


saving resort in bad cases of exophthalmic goitre, 
but not a treatment to be sought without first hav 
mg employed the open air rest cure for a reason' 
able length of time 
For the large, long standing cvstic goitre, noth 


ing else than surgery offers much chance of com 
plete cure. For the simple goitre surgery should 
be rarely if ever, employed. -
